Output of Artificial Ice Plants 
U.S. to Be Curtailed 
A great harvest of natural ice is 


proposed by the United States fuel 
administration as a means of 


in 


sav- 
ing coal this winter, Fifteen million 
tons of coal are used annually in 


American ice factories and refriger- 
ating plants, The winter season 
manufactures cach year, without ex- 
pense to man, billions of tons 
ice, Most of this is wasted. Every 
ton of natural ice which is harvested 
will take the place of a ton of arti- 
ficial ice and will save 500 pounds of 
coal. 

Dr. Garfield, fuel administrator, 
will take up with the ice “companies 
plans for cutting and storing greater 
amounts of natural ice this winter 
than ever before. In addition every 
householder, storekeeper and farmer 
who can obtain ice from nearby riv-

As but- 
ter the ground peanut is rapidly 
coming into popular favor and is 
driving a considerable amount of 
dairy butter off the American sand- 
wich,

Sheep on Forest Reserves 


Forest Reserves of British Columbia 


Provide Pasture for Prairie 
Sheep 

Thirty-five thousand head of sheep 
went from Alberta's prairies to the 
forest reserves of British Columbia 
this year. Shipped under the aus- 
pices of the provincial government, 
the flocks went in us an experimetit, 
because of the shortage of pasture in 
Southern Alberta districts. Special 
railway rates were granted, and the 
owners paid the government seven 
cents per head per month for  pas- 
ture, 

The experiment 
satisfactory, according to W. 
Stevens, live stock commissioner, 
The grass was excellent, and there 
was no more danger from coyotes or 
other wild animals there than is ex- 
pericnced on the open prairies. The 
loss from this source is reckoned at 
one-half of one per cent. The lambs 
did remarkably well, as they were 
afforded shade under the trees in 
which to lie after they had had their 
meals, 

With the construction of better 
loading facilities at shipping points, 
and still more satisfactory arrange- 
ment with the railway company, it is 
expected that at least 50,000 sheep 
will go to the reserve around the 
Crows’ Nest next summer. There is

Locating Device Improved After 
40,000 Suggestions 


Important progress has been made 
in the problem of locating submas- 
ines, after which their destruction is

Shaved His Whiskers 


Geneva. Dec. 26.—The German em- 
peror, returning with his staff from 
the Verdun front, had a narrow es- 
cape during the reprisal raid of a Bri- 
tish air squadron on Mannheim, 
Christmas eve, according to a dis- 
patch from Basel. Only about an 
hour earlier, the emperor's special 
train left the station which was part- 
ly destroyed by several bombs. A 
section of the tracks was torn up. 
cutting communication north. 

In fact, the emperor's train was the 
last to leave Mannheim and no trains 
arrived at Basel yesterday from that 
city. Two bombs fell on the palace 
and one on the suspension bridge 
across the Necka river, both struc- 
tures betng badly damaged. An am- 
munition factory in the north of the 
city was blown up, few persons were 
killed, however. as the employes were 
having a holiday, but a considerable 
number of persons were killed or in- 
jured within the town and several 
were blown into thesRhine. 


Stefansson Party Safe 
“At FL Yoon 


Ottawa, Dec. 26.—Vilhjalmar Stef- 
ansson, the Canadian explorer, and 
his party are safe. A message re- 
ceived by G. J. Desbarats, deputy 
minister of naval affairs, today an- 
nounces that Stefansson and party 
have arrived safely at Fort Yukon, 
Alaska, from the far north. This 
means that the explorer, about whose 
safety there has been considerable 
doubt for several months past, 1s 
coming back to civilization after his 
long sojourn, in the Arctic regions. 

It is presumed that the party will 
now make its way to Nome, and wait 
for the first steamer that will bring 
it back to Canada. It is possible, 
however, that Stefansson may decide 
to go overland to Dawson. 

It is understood that Stefansson, 
who was in charge of the northern 
division of the Canadian Arctic ex- 
pedition, spent last winter on Mel- 
ville Island. It was thought that he 
would come out either via Lancas- 
ter Sound and Labrador or the Beh- 
ring sea. Apparently he has not 
chosen either of these routes, but 
chose to come over the ice to Hers- 
chel Island, and from there to Alas- 
ka, probably by way of Fort Mac- 
Pherson. His party consists of about 
24 men. 


Left for North in 1913 


The Canadian Arctic expedition set 
out for the north in 1913. It was di- 
vided into the northern and south- 
ern divisions. The northern division 
proposed to explore unknown parts 
of the Beaufort Sea, carry on inves- 
tigations in the northern islands, and 
search for new land. The members 
of this division set out in the gov- 
ernment steamer Karluk. They pro- 
posed to establish, a base on the 
Banks or Prince Patrick islands. 
Shortly after passing Point Barrow, 
however, the vesse] became icebound. 
and was carried eastward as far as 
Thetis island. As it appeared that 
the vessel was frozen in for the win- 
ter, Stefansson, with a small party, 
set out for the mainland on a hunt- 
ing trip. During their abgence, the 
Karluk, with the remainder of thé 
northern division, was carried away, 
crushed by the ice and sunk. In en- 
deavoring to reach Herald island, 
eight members of the party lost their 
lives. The remainder. numbering 
nine men, including Capt. R. A. Bart- 
lett, succeeded in reaching Wrenge!l 
island

We must assume that ex- 
tensive foreign trade, in spite of ev- 
erything, is only the means to an end, 
not necessarily a sign of flourishing 
economic conditions.” 

Koch argues that the cotton and
